"We vrere talking of Patsey Cody, the

powerful crooks in the country.

Pinkertons had him in court once to ex- 
plain his methods, and there Patsey pro- 
duced a brace with which he pulled off 
the combination knob, smashed the com- 
bination itself, broke the safe door han- 
dle aud forced tha door off its lunges, 
breaking tho latter—all in three-minutes.

Chinese Lottery Methods

The game is played with slips of paper

100 characters, the names of celebrated 
Chinese female characters who have figured 
in the history of tho many 
dynasties. 


Through tho slip from right to left a. lins 
runs dividing tho characters into five lines 
of tan each, Tho frame consists in spotting 
out with India ink certain combinations ol 
five oacn. For various sums, from 10 conti 


' to f 12, the- playor may spot out from one tc 


all the figures. Each day in this city, 
wico a day in San Fraacisco, 100 sticks, 
marked with duplicates o! tho characters on 
he slips, are placed in a bowl, and twenty 


3f them are drawn out by a blindfolded 
,.an and recorded. It looks liko a compara- 
tively easy matter once in a while to catch 
eight or nine in ton characters out of 
twenty, drawn out of 100, yot mathemati- 
cians have calculated that tho chance of 
catchiiie nine is about ono in 1,000,000, nnd 
011 is such a remote chance that it is not 
worth calculating. 


Tho danger of Chinese lottery lies m the 


fact that its agencies spread all over a city. 
In San Francisco there aro several hundred 
of thorn. Every laundryinan is an agent, 
and even tho Chinese house-servants buy 
slips for their mistresses. So universal lias 
the custom of playinc with Cbinoso lottery 
become on the Pacific coast that hardly 
mac, woman or child can bo found that can 
say that at some timo in their career they 
had not bought slips. In this ciby tho pas- 
sion for lottery is spreading.
